DRIVE, the political ami of the 
Michigan Conference of Team- 
sters. 


Last February, H o f f a de- 


nounced Williams as a "liar" 
who had reneged on promises. 


Williams received news of the 


endorsement Sunday with slight 
enthusiasm. Romney said he 
didn't approve of endorsements 
by 
"economic 
organizations" 


and that he didn't approve of 
Hoffa's tactics. 


Hoffa made it clear Sunday 


that the Teamsters considered 
the record of "Williams' oppon- 
ent, Sen. Robert P. Griffin, so 
bad that they felt compelled to 
back Williams. 
LOT TO LEARN 
.Hoffa said Romney's oppon- 
ent, 
Zolton Ferency, m i g h t 


make a good governor but that 
he would have to "learn an aw- 
ful lot in a hurry" to do as well 
as Romney. 


With exception of Romney, the 


Teamsters endorsed the entire 
state Democratic ticket. 


Ralph Muncey, Socialist La- 


bor Party candidate for U.S. 
Senate, said Hoffa did not have 
the "interest of workers 
at 


heart" in saying there was no 
other choice but Williams or 
Griffin for the Senate seat. 


"Either his (Hoffa's) concern 


for workers is so little that he 
doesn't know that there is a can- 
didate on the ballot who repre-

VICTIM BALKS 
Gunman Misses 
With Five Shots 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, HI. (AP)—"I'm sort of 


glad he was a lousy shot," said William Wallenbecker 
Jr. after ducking five bullets and snatching ?4,000 
back from the man who robbed him. 


"He kept telling me he was 


going to kill me while he was 
shooting from about 20 or 30 feet 
away," the 21-year-old North- 
western 
University 
graduate 


student said. 


"I, didn't hear the bullets, but 


I could smell the gunsmoke." 


The slender youth said he was 


leaving his employer, Monaco 
Drug and Liquors, Sunday night 
when it happened. He climbed 
into the delivery truck with the 
night's receipts and the man 
accosted him. 


"When he told me to hand 


over the money, I was just kind 
of mad at this guy," Wallen- 
becker said. "We sort of wres- 
tled in the car a bit. He was 
trying to push me over and 
drive away, but the key fell to 
the floor. He ran. 


"I ran after him." 
Wallenbecker 
said the man 


fired 
witnesses 'said 
five 


times — as they ran to a field. 
FIRST FIGHT 


"That's where we had the 


fight," said Wallenbecker. "He 
hit me with the gun and threw it 
into the weeds. I got on top of 
him and took the money," 


Witnesses summoned police, 


who broke up the fight and ar- 
rested Anthony Lizio, 34. Lizio 
was charged with armed rob- 
bery. 


Wallenbecker, who weighs 155 


pounds and stands 5 feet 7, said 
he has never had a fight and 
knows nothing about guns, 


"I really don't know why I did 


it. I just didn't want to see him 
get away."

Wire Helps 
11 Victims 
Of Cancer 


Radioactivity 
Curbs Disease 


CHICAGO (AP) —Research- 


ers at the University of Chicago 
say that radioactive chromium 
wire has been used successful./ 
in the experimental treatment 
of cancer. 


"Six years ago a patient with 


a life expectancy of six months 
was treated 
with radioactive 


chromium wire," Dr. Melvin 
Griem, an associate professor of 
radiology said Sunday. "He is 
leading a normal life today." 


Griem led the experiments at 


the Argonne Cancer Research 
Hospital of the University of 
Chicago. 


Since the initial use of tie 


wire, 10 additional patients have 
undergone 
such 
treatment. 


These cases, Griem said, are 
being evaluated. 


As explained hy Griem, the 


radioactive chromium wire was 
cut into short lengths and In- 
serted into cancerous tissue of 
patients to retard or destroy the 
cancerous growth by radiation. 
RESEARCH CENTER 


The wire was made by the 


U.S. Bureau of Mines at its re- 
search center at Albany, Ore. 


"Other 
radioactive 
metals 


have been used as cancer thera- 
py implants, but chromium wire 
is particularly useful because 
radio-chromium has a conven- 
ient half-life -(the time needed 
for the radiation level to drop 
by half) of 27 days," Dr. Griem 
said. 


"A period of time associated 


with its half-life is long enough 
to insure an effective dose of 
radiation, but not so long that 
the metal would have to be re- 
moved to prevent an overdose," 
he added. 
LITTLE PIECES 


The wire used by the re- 


searchers was thirty-one thou- 
sandths of an inch thick. 


Griem said his team cut the 


wire in 3-lG-inch lengths and 
irradiated 
the pieces in 
an 


atomic pile to convert some of 
the chromium atoms into the 
isotope called chromium-51. 


Several inches of the wire 


were implanted in each patient 
by use of a specially designed 
gun.

Crops Hurt 


New Storm Heads 
For Coast; Loss 
Tops $300 Million 


TOKYO (AP) — Hundreds of 


police and soldiers were pressed 
into disaster duty today to clean 
up the debris, restore communi- 
cations and dig out the dead 
from the worst typhoon to hit 
Japan in seven years. 


Typhoon Ida smashed into the 


heartland of Japan, the Tokyo 
and Mt. Fuji area, early Sunday 
while Typhoon Helen was still 
beating southern Japan with 
less ferocity. 


National Police headquarters 


said the latest count was 197 
dead, 123 missing and nearly 1,- 
000 injured. Damage to U.S. 
military installations was esti- 
mated at more than $6 million. 


Government officials estimat- 


ed Japanese damage at more 
than $300 million. 


It was the highest typhoon 


casualty toll since 5,041 died 
near Nagoya on Sept. 26, 1959. 


U.S. Army headquarters said 


no Americans were badly in- 
jured. 
NATION STALLED 


Today, more than 24 hours 


after the two typhoons struck, 
some railway lines, many roads 
and electric power had not been 
restored in some areas. Schools 
for children of American serv- 
icemen were closed because of 
power failures. 


Troops 
and local rescuers 


fought mud and huge boulders 
in the hope of finding survivors 
_r two remote Mt. Fuji villages 
buried by a huge landslide set 
off by torrential rains. 


A third big typhoon, June, 


was churning in the Pacific. 
Weathermen said It might ap- 
proach Japan Thursday if it 
stays on its present course. 


The weekend typhoons, and 


particularly Ida, caused mul- 
timillion-dollar damage, includ- 
ing 60 per cent o£ the pear and 
grape crops in Yamanashi Pre- 
fecture, site of Mt. Fuji. 


Salty rain carried by the ty- 


phoon also did widespread dam- 
age to harvests. 
GUST OF 202 MPH 


Ida hurled the most violent 


winds eve? recorded by Japa- 
nese weathermen — 202-mile 
gusts — at the top of Mt. Fuji. 


Gusts of 85 miles in Tokyo 


were the third strongest on 
record. 


Mountainous Yamanashi Pre- 


fecture, less than 100 miles west 
of Tokyo, bore the brunt with 89 
deaths. Many villagers were 
caught in their sleep by the 
landslide. 


The mud avalanche destroyed 


Asbiwada and Saiko villages on 
the north side of Mt. Fuji, leav- 
ing 50 dead, 51 missing and 64 
injured. 
U. S. LOSSES 


U.S. officials at the U.S. Nav- 


al Air Station at Atsugi, west of 
Tokyo, said the typhoon de- 
stroyed two hangars, damaged 
the base's three other hangars, 
and almost wrecked five bar-

ton Harbor men, Allen Glass of 
362 Lincoln avenue and Kd Hud- 
son of 150 Birdie avenue. 


They report they each lost a 


dog, have a friend who lost one 
and two other friends whose 
dogs are seriously ill but ex- 
pected to recover. 


The men said the dogs were 


run at the dump in training for 
hunting. Dr. A. W. Winter diag- 
nosed the cause of death. He 
said rat poison is not normally 
strong enough to kill a dog. 


Police said the poison, if it is 


in the dump, could have come 
from almost anywhere. 


Frost Hits 
Many Parts 
Of Area 


Frost borne on temperatures 


down into -the 20's settled over 
many parts of southwestern 
Michigan early today. 


Most growers in frost-hit areas 


were waiting until noon to as- 
sess possible damage, but the 
concensus was that only ground 
crops such as tomatoes would 
have suffered. 


The lowest official agricultur- 


al weather station reading taken 
in the area was at Grand Junc- 
tion, where the thermometer 
dropped to 28 degrees at the 
five-foot level. The highest low 
was 43 degrees on high ground 
northeast of Eau Claire.

(ion at Sodus, which reported a 
five-foot low o£ 32 degrees, said 
the ground temperature plum- 
meted to 25. Glendora record- 
etd 32 degrees at five feet, and 
Watervliet had 29. 


RENEWAL PLAN 
Blighted Block 
Refuses $750,000 


RYE, N.Y, (AP)—A group of do-it-yourselfers who 


live on this city's "most blighted block" have asked 
Washington to keep $750,000 in urban renewal funds 
They promised to spruce up the place themselves. 


Banding together as the Rye 


United Improvement Commit- 
tee, the group appealed to Rob- 
ert C. Weaver, secretary of the 
department of housing and ur- 
ban development to reject the 
city fathers' request for renewal 
funds. 


The 
Rye Planning Commis- 


sion calls the block containing 
52 cottage-like houses the most 
blighted area in the city and 
contends it is a bad influence on 
the surrounding areas. Mayor 
Edmund C. Grainger Jr. says it 
is a "block of horror." 


The houses date from the ear- 


ly part of the century, when 
they were built as summer 
beach cottages. Most of the cot- 
tages have since been converted 
to year-round use. 


Rye's 
urban renewal plan 


calls for removing all but six of 
the units and replacing them 
with single-family homes and 
luxury 
and 
middle-income 


apartments at a cost of $950,000, 
of which the federal government 
would pny $750,000. 


Residents of the block say 


they've started their own clean- 


up campaign, and point to eight 
uninhabited cottages which they 
tore down at their own expense. 


The basic issue, the residents 


say, is that they would not be 
able to afford to live in their 
neighborhood any longer if the 
renewal plan went through. 


"Why 
should everyone in Rye 


be a millionaire?" asks Ernest

Trains, as we gather, is the Bible for iron horse buffs. 
We re passing it on today for two reasons. 
One is to revive the memory of the older reader who 


recalls what public transportation was in the Twin Cities 
area before the motor bus took over in 1935 and which 
between Benton Harbor and St. Joseph now limps along iu 
bug sized earners.

The other is to use Grume's excellent style to dramatize 


the point on how human difficulties seem to repent 
themselves, if in somewhat different form at least with 
distressing regularity. 


In other words, what Grume despairs of as regarding the 


old interurban can be applied a lot of other cares and woes 
which crop out constantly. 


Shortly after WW II, for instance, it was widely contended 


that a growing suburbia would automatically solve all 
questions of-non-farm living. Barely 20 years later, the 
country learns to its dismay that nothing has been ' 
solved. Suburbia is almost as bankrupt as the cities in trying 
to keep up with service demands and now the planners are 
saying the process should be reversed. Go back to 
concentration. 


At the "same tlma1 Urban Renewal is blasting down much 


of the.central city's,building to re-build in island fashioil. 


Maybe that's the way things have to be handled, one bite 


at a time and frequently on a re-chewing system much like 
Bossy the cow. 


The process, though, does confuse us occasionally, 
We're happy, h'owever,' to learn we're not alone in the 


perplexity and are equally happy to be able to have this very 
able Texas newsman's humor occupy the forum today.

Personally, I found the Goals for Dallas report on regional 


transit highly disappointing. It failed to call for a return of 
the interurban car. 


Thirty or forty years ago we already had regional transit. 


We just didn't have much to transit. A man could get on an 
interurban car in Dallas and ridfl clear to Corsicana by mod- 
era electric railroad. No smoke. No cinders. He could ride to 
Waco or Fort Worth or Denison or just about anywhere wo 
want to go now by regional transit. It was pretty rapid, too, 
though a little more rapid traveling toward sea level than the 
other way. 


The Oak Cliff High football team would never have 


thought of traveling to Fort Worth by auto. That might 
have taken the better part of the day. You could make it 
easy by interurban in 2 or 3 hours if you didn't split a 
switch. 


They say this regional transit was junked because it was 


unprogressive, and now we're trying to progress right back 
to it. 


To a boy in the country, the sight of one of these 


interurban cars clucking across the fields was one of the 
noblest things ever devised by man. The car always looked a 
little like a runaway buggy that had forgotten to bring its 
horse. 


Up in front, the motorman looked down from his lordly 


throne. The sliding doors of the baggage compartment were 
always open on hot days to keep the cars cool. Usually a coop 
of chickens and a couple of cans of cream were in the 
doorway. Back in the passenger compartment .the cotton 
picking hands (the laboring type, not the epithet) would bo 
traveling toward a job, or maybe they were cotton chopping 
hands. 


People say now that the interurbans were uncomfortable, 


but the chickens always looked comfortable to me. 


In towns, the interurban tracks were often laid right down 


the middle of Main Street, a very sensible arrangement. 
People knew that they had regional transit; they didn't have 
to look it up in the Yellow Pages. Also it WHS very handy for 
the drummer who had to hnu! around « bunch of big leather 
sample boxes, for the intorurban would thoughtfully deposit 
him right at the door of the store. 


You can't get much more regional than that. 
It is my understanding (which is not very good in matters 


like this involving more than $4.95) that the interurbans 
went out when the federal government told the electric 
utility companies that they couldn't have anything to do 
with running streetcar and interurban lines. Up until then, 
we had 7-cent streetcar fares, but the government said this 
wasn't in the public interest. 


I just don't understand it. It seems to me that it is a lot 


better to have a company pay for part of this out of its 
profits than to have to do it yourself at the end of the line 
•where the operator might be low on change. 


It is all right with me, for instance, if Texas Power & 


Light sells the government all the electricity in the world if 
we can get low income taxes. 


France Prepays 


Although the United States government: has hud good 


reason to find fault with France since Gen. de Gaulle became 
president, one Gaullic custom has the wholehearted approval 
of the U.S. Treasury—prepayment of postwar debt. 


France has just paid 570.8 million ahead of schedule. 


Normally the payment would have been made in three equal 
amounts annually through 1969. Of the $1.85 billion France 
has repaid since 1947 on reconstruction loans, $810 million, 
according to the Treasury, were payments in advance. Of 
these loans, France still owes $300 million. 


This practice of debt prepayment is one the Treasury 


especially appreciates at this time because it helps offset 
millions of dollars left overseas by American tourists in the 
July-September vacation period. 


Unhappily, France is the only nation in debt to the United 


States which has been paying a^end of time. It would be 
helpful to the U.S. bnlance-of-pnyments position if other 
debtor nations holding large dollar reserves would follow 
France's example. 


While France has an excellent record in paying postwar, 


but not war, loans, she is one of the chief causes of the 
heavy loss of U.S. gold in recent years. In fact, France is the 
only European nation which so far this year has been 
converting large quantities of dollars into gold. 


He Didn't Have To Flee 


It is always shocking- to Americans to learn that a fellow 


citizen has voluntarily put himself into the hands of an iron 
curtain country in preference to living in his own land. 


It is particularly distressing in the case of the Roman 


Catholic priest, Harold Kock, formerly of Chicago, who was 
reported to have sought political asylum in Soviet Russia, in 
opposition to what he terms U.S. aggression in Viet Nam. 


It hau been reported that his former church superiors had

Will Power 


When elderly widower Green 


sot down at the dinner table, he 
hnrt two unusual companions. At 
his left sat a favorite cat, and 
at his right n favorite dog — 
both with tlicir own portions of 
food in front of them. 


This scene was recalled in tho 


courtroom by G r c c n 's dis- 
gruntled relatives when, after 
his denth, they challenged Ihe 
validity of his will. Any man 
who would dine with beast, they 
argued, l a c k e d the mental 
capacity 
to 
dispose 
of 
his 


estate. 


But the court held the will 


valid, since Green had other- 
wise shown normal acumen in 
managing his affairs. 


How much intelligence does 


the law require, for a person to 
have 
"will power"? 
At the 


least, he must have n moderate 
grasp of: 


1) what he owns; 
2) what it means to make a 


will; 


3) who arc "the natural ob- 


jects of his bounty." 


But he need not be free of all 


eccentricities. 


Thus, the mere fact that a 


person hnd slovenly habils, or 
believed in communicating with 
the dead, or kept counting his 
money, or would seldom ven- 
ture outdoors in the daytime — 
each of these chnractoristics 
has 
been 
held 
not 
serious 


enough, in itself, to invalidate a 
will. 


Of course, n combination of 


eccentricities may add up to 
evidence that the person's men- 
tal c a p a c i t y is inadequate. 
There is no reason for Hie law 
to carry out Ihe commands of a 
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mind 
that 
is 
not even 
in 


command of itself. 


Furthermore, an eccentricity 


weight more heavily against a 
will 
if 
it has 
a direct 
and 


important effect on what the 
will provides. For instance: 


A court rejected the will of a 


man who believed, among other 
things, that land lie owned — 
actually worth only $12,000 — 
was worth $4,000,000, The court 
pointed 
out that 
the 
man's 


huliof not only was baseless but 
also had markedly affected the 
way lie divided his estate among 
members of (he fsmily. 


But when a person has enough 


basic intelligence and when his 
excontrtcitics are 
neither too 


extreme 
nor 
too 
influential, 


than the law usually lets the 
will stand. In death, as In life, 
even a fool has the right to do 
wlial he pleases with his own 
money.
